What many don’t realize is 
that he has also written some of the best country songs of all time too. REMEMBER

(which he wrote over 50 years ago) is included in the smash Willie/Merle album, 
PANCHO AND LEFTY, which is currently #1 in Billboard magazine, the Bible of the 
music business. We’ve been wanting to do a story on Stuart Hamblen for some time 
now. First we had it slated for our July issue, but there just wasn’t enough time to 
get it in. Then for August, we had already set up a special Elvis Presley tribute to 
commemorate the 6th anniversary of his death. Finally our September issue was 
reserved for our George Morgan story, and there just wasn’t enough space to do 
both stories justice. So we have had to put off Stuart’s story for three issues. Our 
apologies for these changes, but we think after reading it, you will agree that it was 
worth the wait. It’s a great story and one that’s long overdue. 
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Colonel Tom Parker is known to millions as “the man who made Elvis Presley.” But long 
before Elvis, Parker created another superstar, whose career in some ways is no less 
spectacular than Presley’s. Eddy Arnold was hotter than the 4th of July in the late 1940s. 
Between 1947 and 1951, he had 35 songs in the national top 10. Today he is said to be the 
4th largest record seller of all time. Don’t miss EDDY ARNOLD, The Tennessee Plowboy in 
our November issue.

Four of Nashville’s finest veterans are 
taking a chance on something entirely 
new and it’s my guess that their con- 
fidence in singer/actor JAMES OLIVER 
ANGEL TYLER will prove to be well 
founded. MRS. MARY REEVES DAVIS 
(the widow of the late country crooner 
JIM REEVES), HAROLD and OWEN 
BRADLEY and MISS WERDNA T. 
MOSS all say the same thing, that JIM- 
MY ANGEL is the most original talent 
to hit Nashville since Buddy Holly. 
Mary is now guiding Jimmy’s career, 
Harold Bradley will be producing Jim- 
my, along with some special help from 
Owen Bradley, and Miss Moss will be 
booking the Elvis look-alike teen idol 
gone country. 

_ Mary tells me that he is busy recor- 
ding out at world famous BRADLEY’S 
BARN RECORDING STUDIO and she’s 
looking for a label deal for the young 
singer. What other country singer can 
you name that rides around Nashville 
ina STARSKY AND HUTCH car with a 
giant teddy bear named ‘‘Huggy 
Bear’? Jimmy says he would rather 
have actress BARBIE BENTON by his 
side, but will settle for ‘Huggy Bear’ 
for the time being!

QUICK SHOTS OF CELEBRITIES: 
The “Waking Crew” program (hosted 
by the handsome and witty TONY 
LYONS) on WSM/AM/Nashville recent- 
ly marked its 32nd anniversary, making 
it second only to “The Grand Ole Opry” 
as the nation’s longest ‘unning live 
radio show. The weekday early morn- 
ing show is broadcast live from the 
OPRYLAND HOTEL in the Stagedoor 
lounge with a live audience and is the 
country’s only remaining program of 
its kind with an equally live (or as close 
as you can get at 7:45 in the morning) 
studio band. The ‘Waking Crew’ is one 
one of two of the wackiest shows com- 
ing out of this town! For those of you 
planning a trip to Music City, this early 
morning show is a must, admission is 
free, it’s intimate and just downright 
fun! When | first came to Nashville | 
spent many a mornings there, 
thoroughly enjoying the antics of 
RALPH EMERY (the host then) and his 
outrageously funny crew. As a matter 
of fact, | might have left this town six 
months after arriving here if it weren’t 
for Ralph, the regular singers on the 
show (JAN GREY, DARLENE AUSTIN, 
DIANA, TOM GRANT, and SHARON 
LOVELL) the supurb musicians BEV LE 
CROY, DUTCH GORTON, JOE LAYNE, 
NORM RAY, JACK GREGGORY, JOHN 
PELL, REX NORTH, TERRY WADDELL, 
RON KELLER, and H.B. JOHNSON. A 
few changes have been made since 
then and some of my old friends have 
retired or taken other jobs but it’s still a 
fun show and | invite you to tune in or 
sit in the audience the first chance you 
get.

ding. Willie’s only son, 25 year-old BIL-

in Nashville and just about the entire 
Nelson clan was in town to Celebrate. 
BILLY H. NELSON is the youngest of 
the three children born to Willie and his 
first wife, MARTHA MATTHEWS. 
Billy's oldest sister in LANA, the 
author of “The WilJie Nelson Family 
Album” and the script writer of the 
popular “Pancho and Lefty” music 
video that stars their father and 
MERLE HAGGARD. The next oldest is 
Billy's sister SUSIE. All three of the 
children were born between 1952 and 
1958, before Willie moved to Nashville 
to begin his songwriting career in 1960. 
Willie and Martha were divorced in Oc- 
tober, 1963, but Willie fondly 
remembers those years when they rais- 
ed hogs on a small spread outside the 
city in the Joelton community, they 
called it “Hog Patch.” Willie’s second 
wife was SHIRLEY COLLIE, now of 
Chillicothe, Missouri. She was his duet 
partner on his very first hit record, 
“Willingly” in 1962. In April, 1971 he 
married his present wife CONNIE 
JEAN KOEPHE and together they have 
two daughters, AMY and PAULA 
CARLEENE. Well, let’s get back-to the 
wedding! Willie was very handsone 
and oh so dignified in his long gray cut 
away tuxedo. His sandy hair was not in

Janet’s bridesmaids were 
all dressed in pastel colors, wearing 
picture hats and off-the-shoulder ante- 
bellum dresses, each carrying a glass 
globe with a single candle inside. The 
reception was held in the church parlor 
where Janet and Billy cut into a giant 
multi-tiered cake with a tiny staircase 
and a fountain. All of us at the COUN-

couple health and prosperity and may 
they live happily ever after. 


WAYLON’S NOT CRAZY ABOUT 
PREACHERS: Our friend and front-line 
singer WAYLON JENNINGS doesn't 
like to talk about religion. Waylon feels 
it’s a personal thing, and he’s not too 
crazy about organized religion or the 
television preachers either, with the ex- 
ception of maybe JIMMY SWAGGART. 
However, Waylon did want to become a 
preacher himself, back when he was 
16, as he grew up in The Church Of 
Christ near the small town of Lubbock, 
Texas. Waylon (like so many other 
country singers) isn’t crazy about the 
Nashville system of recording either. 
He feels it’s like an assembly line, 
cranking out four songs in three hours 
and using too many strings. The CMA 


i (Country Music Association) Awards 


Show is another burr under his tail too! 
Waylon doesn’t agree with how the 
winners are voted on and feels perhaps 
the record labels employees can swing 
the vote to entertainers on their own 
label. The things that impress Ole 
Waylon the most are gold and platinum 
records and albums because he Knows 
his fans laid down their hard earned 
money or his songs. My friend Waylon 
makes alot of sense don’t you think? 
Well, until you come to the part of his 
life where he was popping pills like jel- 
ly beans. Yes, Waylon almost died, he 
weighed 135 pounds on his 6 foot 
frame, was out on the road 300 days a 
year, was full of self-pity and depress- 
ed most of the time. Thank God he got 
sick, real-sick, went into the hospital 
and got himself dried out. That was 
alot of years ago, Waylon is a SUPER 
STAR now, and a good all-around nice 
guy, with a lovable sense of humor. 
Waylon has always been one of a kind.

PERKINS, and a host of others, and 
alSO jazz, big bands, classical, 
bluegrass and rock music in the 9,900 
seat auditorium.

for AUDIOGRAPH RECORDS and I’m 
told one of the singles coming from 
that album is the old CONWAY TWITTY 
hit, “She Only Meant To Use Him”, 
written by veterans DALLAS CODY and 
CHARLES QUILLEN. This has always 
been.a favorite of mine, | hope you'll 
like it too! 


NOW THE SCENE SHIFT TO: WARNER 
BROTHERS RECORDS has released 
HOLLYWOOD'S HALF-LIT CROONER 
DEAN MARTIN’s latest effort 
“Nashville Sessions’’ album, which is 
exactly what the name implies. He cut 
the LP here several months ago and 
among the duets are one with MERLE 


‘ HAGGARD and another with CONWAY 


TWITTY. Local producer JIMMY 
BOWEN and local musicians were in- 
volved in the sessions. Dean says he’s 
not trying to prove anything... he’s 
just Singing and working... and having 
a good time doing it. 


PRIORITY RECORDS, the gospel wing 
of CBS RECORDS group here, shut its 
doors in July and let go 20 employees 
after only two years of business. Priori- 
ty vice-president and general manager 
BUDDY HUEY was unavailable for 
comment but CBS sources attributed 
the label’s failure to a bad music 
business economy in general. The 
gospel label started with a bang, fully 
staffed and occupying several thou- 
sand square feet of plush office space 








in the fashionable 3310 West End of- 
fice building. Some of the country 
gospel artists recording on Priority 
Records were B.J. THAMAS, JOHNNY 
RIVERS, JOHNNY CASH, THE 
STATLER BROTHERS, THE OAK 
RIDGE BOYS and BOB DYLAN. 


Another popular country singer has 
suffered a heart attack. FERLIN 
HUSKY checked into a Seattle, 
Washington hospital in July. Ferlin’s 
manager, JIM SISCO, say Ferlin is go- 
ing to be o.k. but will require rest up un- 
til the first part of September. The ap- 
parently mild heart attack interrupted a 
concert tour of the Northwest United 
States and Canada. Sisco also said 
that Ferlin had a coronary bypass in 
1977. Ferlin had been busy in recent 
months acquiring art works for a 
miniature diorama representing the life 
of Christ to be displayed in his ‘‘Wings 
Of A Dove” museum, planned for con- 
struction on the MUSIC VILLAGE 
U.S.A. site in Hendersonville, Tn. 
Ferlin’s hit songs have included 
“Gone”, “Fallen Star’ and ‘On The 
Wings Of A Dove’. As SIMON CRUM he 
had a hit comedy record called ‘‘Coun- 
try Music Is Here To Stay” in 1958. 


JOHNNY CASH and his wife JUNE 
CARTER CASH are building a $6.5 
million retirement center in Madison, (a 
suburb of Nashville) Tn. as a memorial 
to the late country pioneer MOTHER 
MAYBELLE CARTER, June’s mother. 
Completion is scheduled for Sept. of 
1984. Johnny tells us, “it’s not to be a 
nursing home, but a four-story building 
with 135 luxury-type one and two- 
bedroom apartments, available to 
anybody in the 62-year old plus range. 
However, a tenant’s spouse of younger 
age would be eligible.” Rents are to be 
approximately $750.00 a unit per 
month, which includes two meals per 
day. Mother Maybell was one of te 
original country music . stars, who 
toured worldwide with her three 
daughters. Mother Maybelle died in 
1978 and since then Johnny and June 
have been wanting to do something 
like this in memory of their beloved 
mother and mother-in-law. 


sexy SYLVIA recently commented 
on her split from her husband earlier 
this year by saying, “the way | look at it 
now, I’m unmarried. People hear the 
word ‘divorce’ and they gasp and it’s 
like a death in the family! People say 
‘Oh, msorry,’ but | say it’s OK. It was a 
real positive thing for both of us, we 
just basically grew apart and it had 
nothing to do with my success or his 
succcess. What was wrong with the 
marriage was wrong before the records 
were hits.” In the early days of her 
recording career, her husband traveled 
with her and served as road manager. 
He returned to Nashville last year to 
pursue his own Career and at that time 
Sylvia became more deeply involved in 
the business and technical side of her 
career. “Since the beginning of the 
year I’ve take on so much responsibili- 
ty,” she said. “I’ve got a bus, | audition- 
ed and put a band on salary and l|’ve 
got two secretaires working for me run- 
ning my office for me. That’ll grow you 
up ina hurry!” Although Sylvia had her 
first number 1 hit ‘Drifter’, in 1981, she 
really established herself last year 
when her clever number 1 hit “ 
Nobody” became the only country 
single to earn gold record status in 
1982.

As any Nashville 
publisher can tell you, 99.99% of the 
material sent to them is so bad 
that—as the late Fred Rose used to 
say—‘“‘you have to rewrite it before you 
throw it away.”

Don, who we plan to feature in 
our songwriter series in an up- 
coming issue, was born in Peking, 
China on December 5, 1922. At first he 
planned to be a doctor. Moving to Los 
Angeles in 1945,, he became interested 
in songwriting. His first big hit was | 
REALLY DON’T WANT TO KNOW by 
Eddy Arnold followed quickly by | 
DON’T HURT AN’*MORE by Hank 
Snow. Other hit songs he wrote are 
PLEASE HELP ME, I’M FALLING, 
BORN TO BE WITH YOU, RINGO and 
ANYTHING THAT’S PART OF YOU. In 
1956, Don had a major hit himself with’ 
THE HAPPY WHISTLER. He is also 
credited with originating the ‘Floyd 
Cramer style” of piano playing. Don 
was never an assembly line type of 
writer and frankly was too sporadic to 
receive the accolades and recognition 
he so richly deserved. However his 
catalogue is most impressive and we 
rank him as one of the all-time best 
country songwriters.

To be a giant in show business, there 
can only by one of you and there has 
never been anyone in country music 
history quite like Stuart Hamblen, 
either as a performer or in real life. A 
man’s man and a songwriter’s song- 
writer, he is the last of a breed which is 
fast becoming an endangered species. 


Stuart is a fascinating, egotistical, 
complicated man—expansive, phil- 
osophical, and when he chooses to be, 
well-nigh irresistible. A beguiling old 
Texas charmer who is a great story- 
teller blessed with a rare gift for 
mimicry, he is also softly sentimental 
and warmly generous. 


Though he is now in his 75th year, he 
looks great. His face is still handsome 
and tough. His voice is still strong. He 
is a big man (6’ 2”, 200 Ibs.) whose girth 
and look of controlled power make him 
appear bigger than he actually is. Even 
yet, he looks like a man who could give 
a good account of himself in a fight. 


But the winds carried the sound of their battle

the public and unimpressed with con- 
ventional publicity. He always tended 
to treat Nashville music moguls cava- 
lierly and it is possible that they never 
entirely forgave him. 


He was both creative and prolific. 
And versatile. No one ever moved as 
often and expertly between so many 
different styles of songs. No matter 
what type of song you are looking for, 
somewhere in his more than 300 pub- 
lished works, you'll find it. Sensitive 
and intelligent as an artist, he pro- 
jected individuality and integrity in his 
recordings. 


The thoughts of such a man in his 
private moments must sometimes be 
long, long thoughts, the memories 
deep and piercing. And at times he 
must surely think back to when and 
where and how it all began. 


Carl Stuart Hamblen was born on 
October 20, 1908, in Kellysville, Texas 
(a town so small that it is not even ona 
map), the fourth of six children of 
James Henry and Ernestine Williams 


‘Hamblen. The senior Hamblen was an 


itinerate Methodist preacher and the 
family lived in towns like Tuxedo, 
Hamlin, Crowell, Knox City, and Stam- 
ford during the next few years. Stuart 
was a sickly child so he was left with 
his grandparents at one time for a cou- 
ple of years. 


He graduated from high school at 
Clarendon, attended Lubbock Tech. for 


a while, then finally graduated from 
. college at Abilene. At that time he was 
planning to become a school teacher. 


But during the summer months when 
he was a boy (and into his early teens) 
he worked in the cotton fields where he 
became acquainted with (and fasci- 
nated by) the music of the Blacks of 
those days. Then later in his late teens, 
he worked summers on a ranch and 
was introduced to the _ traditional 
songs of the cowboys. He learned to 
play the guitar and decided that he 
wanted a career in music. 


He moved to the Dallas/Ft. Worth 
area, and got a job on a local radio sta- 
tion there calling himself Cowboy Joe. 
Shortly thereafter, he entered a local 
amateur contest and won first prize 
($100) singing JOHNSTOWN FLOOD. 
$100 was more money than he could 
make in a month teaching school. The 
wheels started turning. 


Jimmie Rodgers, the blue Yodeler, 
was red-hot at that time and everybody 
was trying to imitate him. Jimmie 
recorded for the Victor Talking 
Machine which was located in Cam- 
den, New Jersey. Always resourceful, 
Stuart decided he had nothing to lose 
by auditioning for the label. 


He bought an old Model-T Ford with 
part of his prize money, and with his 
guitar and dog, Shep, headed East. As 
writer Ken Griffis described it, ‘“Arriv- 
ing unannounced, Stuart informed the 
receptionist that he, Stuart Hamblen, 
would favor -Victor with his talent if 
they would hop-to and set up a record- 
ing session. He recalls that Mr. Peer 
and Mr. Shields listened as he sang 
one selection and then suggested that 
he come back “‘next week.’”’ Assuming 
that to be a firm offer, and having no 
place to live, Stuart and Shep set up 
shop in the reception room, where he 
informed all comers of his selection as 
the newest Victor recording star. As 
days went by and no opportunity to 
record was presented, Stuart began to 
press the receptionist for an answer. 
Her suggestion was that he come back 
when they “weren’t so busy.” But feel- 
ing he couldn’t renege on his ‘‘con- 
tract,” Stuart and Shep continued their 
vigil, and they waited, both he and 
Shep ran short of patience. Shep 
began to make life unpleasant for the 
many visitors to the recording studios, 
nipping at anyone who came too close. 
The decisive event occurred as Shep 
began shaking off the effects of a par- 
ticularly rainy day in Camden. As he 
began to dry out, the aroma apparently 
drifted to the far reaches of the studio. 
After a few distressing looks, the 
receptionist disappeared and returned 
with Mr. Shields in tow. Mr. Shields 
pointedly announced that today was 
the day for Stuart’s recording session. 
With accompaniment provided by his 
own guitar, six sides were cut—all, 
take one! Two hours later he was 
through, had signed a release on his 
material, and had been given a check 
for six hundred dollars. He hugged 
Shep and shouted, “I! did it Shep!” But 
the thrill of the moment dimmed as the 
receptionist retorted, ‘“‘“What do you 
mean, you did it? Give all the credit to 
your dog.” 


That first session was June 6, 1929. 
$600 was a lot of money. Stuart re- 
turned to Texas, stayed just long 
enough to pick up his belongings and 
headed straight for California. He was 
going to become a movie star. It turned 
out to be a permanent move. 


His first job on the West Coast was 
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Always a rugged outdoorsman and an expert marksman, Hamblen made front page 
news in 1963 when he stalked and killed a black panther that was terrorizing the 
citizens of Thousand Oaks, California. 
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_ Stuart with Suzy, his beg atiu wife of 50 years. 
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on the KFI Saturday Night Jamboree. 
Then the following year, he joined THE 
BEVERLY HILLBILLIES (then the top 
group in that area) on KMPC, where he 


sang under the name of Dave Donner. 


However he was soon forced to leave 
the group due to illness. When he 
recovered, he went to work in tr 
glewood for station KMIC. It was now 
late 1930. 


Stuart also recorded three singles 
for Victor that year. A March 21 session 
produced WRONG KEYHOLE and 4 
GOTTA FEELIN’ and on May 5, he 
recorded HAWAII and STANDIN’ ON 
THE PIER IN THE RAIN. Both were 
done in Culver City. The last session 
was in Hollywood on August 21 where 
he recorded BY THE SLEEPY RIO 
GRANDE and SAILOR’S FAREWELL. 


It was to be more than a year before 
he was back in the studio again. By 
now Stuart was becoming very serious 
about his writing and it showed when 
he recorded MY MARY, GOLDEN 
RIVER, DREAM BOOK OF MEMORIES 
and MY BROWN EYED TEXAS ROSE 
on November 13, 1931 in Hollywood 
with the Ted Dahl orchestra. 


The following summer Stuart went to 
KMTR (now KLAC) in Hollywood where 
he had two daily programs—THE 
COVERED WAGON JUBILEE (7:00-9:00) 
and LUCKY STARS (5:00-6:00). He also 
appeared at this time on KNX as King 
Cowboy. For years, he had the most 
listened-to radio program in southern 
California and by 1938 was so popular 
that he moved his entire organization 
to KFWB in Hollywood. 


In 1933, Stuart met Suzy Daniels and 
after a short courtship, they were mar 
ried on April 24. The union produced 
two daughters—Veeva and Obie. They 
are still together after half a century 
and still very devoted to each other. In 
fact, earlier this year, they had a sec- 
ond wedding ceremony to celebrate 
their 50th anniversary. 


In 1934, Stuart became the first art- 
ist to sign with the newly formed Decca 
Records (now MCA). His first session 
for them was on August 3 and he 
recorded TEXAS PLAINS, LOPEZ THE 
BANDIT and LITTLE RAG DOLL. There 
was another session for the company 
early the following year. 


None of the songs really did that 
much, so for the next few years, he 
concentrated on his radio program and 
playing local dance halls on weekends. 
In addition he was getting frequent 
work in motion pictures, mainly as a 
villian or an Indian. But his screen 
Career never did really catch fire. 


‘It seems strange in retrospect that _ 


some astute producer did not groom 
him for stardom as a singing cowboy in 
the manner of Gene Autry and Roy 
Rogers. Stuart was a great horseman 
and he certainly had the good looks 
and physique and he couldn’t have 
been any worse an actor than some 
who made it. 


During the 1940s, Stuart recorded for 
American and Four Star but with little 
success. In 1946 he formed his own 
publishing company, Hamblen Music, 
and later Voss Music, (Veeva, Obie, 
Suzie, Stuart). In the late 1940s, he was 
also heavily into race horses. (In 1947, 
he was the fourth leading trainer in the 
number of wins at Santa Anita.)

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dividual, frustrated by the direction of 
his career. As he admitted to one 
reporter, “‘I’d always been a rough man 
but my big problem was not being able 
to leave the booze alone .. . | just loved 
to fight too. And | suppose | did get 
thrown into jail a few times.” 


Several years ago the Los Angeles 
Times did a feature story on Stuart and 
they detailed several of his capers: 

— 1942 he was arrested for shooting 
out the street lights near his home. It 
was an act of patriotism, he argued, 


because a World War II blackout was | 


supposedly in effect. He was fined 
$100. 

—In 1944 he was jailed for several ig- 
nored traffic violations. 

—In 1948 while hunting mountain 
lions in Visalia, he was questioned by 
authorities for allegedly ripping off the 
door of a neighbor’s cabin. 


Everything changed in 1949. He 
signed with Columbia in August and 
his first recording for them, | WON’T 
GO HUNTIN’ WITH YOU, JAKE (but I'll 
go chasin’ women) hit the top 10 in 
Billboard—his first chart record. Then 
in October Stuart attended a Billy 
Graham revival and was converted. 


The following year Stuart was 
visiting with actor John Wayne (who 
was then his next door neighbor) one 
night and they were discussing how 
Stuart was able to break his alcoholic 
habit. “! didn’t do it. The Lord did. It is 
no secret what He can do for anybody 
who will let Him,’ he told the actor. 
Wayne replied that he ought to write a 
song about that. When Hamblen 


returned home, he did eeu that—in | 


17 minutes. 


Stuart recorded it on May 17 and it 
was released on June 19. Before the 
year was out, there were over two 
dozen versions of the song on the 
market. Jo Stafford’s sold over a 
million copies. To date there have been 
300 recordings and it is said to be the 
biggest seller of sheet music of all 
time. It has also been translated into 
approximately 60 foreign languages. 


On June 26, Columbia released 
REMEMBER ME {I’M THE ONE WHO 
LOVES YOU) which was also recorded 
on that May 17 session. Almost im- 
mediately it was top 10. It was also top 
10 for Ernest Tubb. (Dean Martin had a 
monster hit with the song in the 
mid-1960s). 


These three songs put Stuart 
Hamblen into the national spotlight 
and the big money. He was then nearly 
42 years of age but also by then a 
highly experienced professional, hav- 
ing literally “won his spurs” after two 
decades in show business. It is not at 
all surprising that he was able to take 
full advantage of the opportunity now 
given him. And he was certainly equal 
to the challenge. 


Now his blueprint was to show the 
world just how versatile his vast talent 
really was. Unlike many of his contem- 
poraries, he never tried to imitate 
himself. But it may have cost him some 
popularity. Most superstars operate in 
very narrow ranges. 


In 1952, Stuart ran for the U.S. 
Presidency on the Prohibition ticket 
and jokingly said later that Eisenhower 
only beat him by some 24 million votes. 
Actually it was not his first try for 
political office; in 1938 he had been 
narrowly defeated as a Democratic

Stuart stayed with Columbia through 
1953, then switched to RCA. His first 
release was THIS OLD HOUSE, which 
was Hambien at the zenith of his 
career, a brilliant reflection of the 
gambler, the showman, the artist. It 
was his biggest hit. It was also a multi- 
million seller for Rosemary Cooney in 
the Pop field. Most of his recordings 
from that period featured a very 
modern (at least for that time) back- 
ground sound and utilized violins and 
reeds and big orchestras. 


Most of his product for RCA was 
Gospel flavored, including four 
albums. He did a gospel album for 
WORD Records, and then switched to 
Coral in the summer of 1958 for an 
album. Following that he did an aibum 
for SACRED Records. 


In 1959 he bought the Errol Flynn - 
estate in the Hollywood hills. The 
following year he re-signed with Col- 
umbia and released an album con- 
sisting of Robert Service poems plus a 
few of his own. Then he did a couple of 
sacred albums for the company, con- 
sisting of some new material mixed 
with many of the older songs from the 
early 1950s. There were also a couple 
of sessions of strictly country songs. 
Then he went into semi-retirement and 
spent most of his time performing for 
prisons and religious groups. He also 
did a lot of work with youth groups. 


In 1965, there was a single for Decca 
and an album for Kapp. Then he record- 
ed a single for RCA in 1971, an album 
for Lamb & Lion in 1973 and a single for 
Voss in 1974. | 


In 1971, Bill Ward, General Manager 
of KLAC’ persuaded Stuart to do 
another radio show. The Cowboy 
Church is now in its 12th year there in 
addition to several other stations na- 
tionally. 


He is presently working on two 
books—an autobiography and IN 
SEARCH OF A SONG where he tells 
the story behind the writing of many of 
his big songs. 


Stuart Hamblen left a lasting legacy © 
to the world—those great songs that 
will be sung over and over by genera- 
tions still unborn to time.

Fred Rose was unques onably the 
greatest country songwriter of all time. His 
true greatness will never be entirely known 
due to the fact that he: gave so many songs 
away. Those songs on which his name does 
appear in the hundreds and these alone 
would qualify him as one of the ten all-time 
best writers. Songs like Blue Eyes Cryin’ 
In The Rain, No One Will Ever 
Know, Take These Chains From My 
Heart, It’s A Sin, Settin’ The Woods 
On Fire, Mansion On The Hill, and 
Kawliga are songs that will live forever. 

His versatility was simply staggering; his 
craftsmanship was unequaled. Not all of his. 
songs were hits, of course, but every song 
he wrote was perfectly crafted. To put it in 
one word, Fred Rose was a genius. He 
could easily go from western swing to 
mountain folk to sophisticated pop and do 
them all equally well. 

Kawliga, withits combination of pathos 
and’ comedy, has got to be one of the 
greatest pieces of writing in all of American 
music. And no better song has ever been 
written about the poor boy in love with the 
girl who prefers riches to love than 
Mansion On The Hill. 

And if we could include the other 
hundreds of songs that Fred wrote for 
which he received no writing credit, he is so 
far ahead of any other country songwriter 
as to be totally unsurpassed. He is, frankly, 
just in aclass by himself. For years, rumors 
have persisted that he was the real writer of 
many of the greatest hits ot the late 1940's 
and early 1950's. Perhaps as many as a 
dozen of them were million sellers. As we 
mentioned before, it is virtually impossible 
to evaluate his total writing output, but if 
really makes no difference. He is already 


{number one just from his own catalogue. 


Any new information regarding additional 
songs he supposedly wrote puts him that 
much farther ahead. 


Examining Fred’s catalogue is like 
looking at pieces of art. One can only 
marvel at his song construct. 1. Every 
serious songwriter should study \.is songs. 
Even minor songs like Jealous Lady, 
What’s The Use To Take You Back 
Again, There’s No Room In My 
Heart For The Blues and My Home Is 
The Dust Of The Road are just jewels. 
Send For My Baby is another little gem. 
Of course, everyone is familiar with hit hits: 
the Roy Acuff specials (Fireball Mail, 
Low And Lonely, Pins And Needles, 
and Wait For The Light To Shine), 
the Gene Autry great ones (Be Honest 
With Me, Yesterday’s Roses, Hang 
My Head And Cry, Tweedle-O- 
Twill and Hang Your Head In 
Shame), the western swing hits 
(Oklahoma City, Home In San 
Antone, Roly Poly, Whose Heart 
Are You Breaking Now) and Deed I 
Do and Red Hot Mama. 

He could go from songs like Afraid, 
Faded Love And Winter Rosés, We 
Live In Two Different Worlds and 
You Know How Talk Gets Around 
to Deep Water, Rootie Tootie, 
Texarkana Baby and Candy Lips | 
without missing a trick. 

There is one song that deserves special 
mention for sheer excellence and it has 
always been a personal favorite. That is 
Waltz Of The Wind. It is simply 
beautiful.
